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If you have seen any of these 
five birds, or other birds not in 
my initial list of 14, please give 
me a call. (Phone number at 
end of column). We had 25 dif- 
ferent kinds of birds at or 
under our feeders last winter - 
let’s see if we can match or 
exceed that number this winter. 
As before, we will not include 
(somewhat arbitrarily) hawks, 
owls, and gulls - just those birds 
we are setting out feed for. 

My phone has been busy since 
mid October, and here are some 
reports and observations I have 
received. Bunny Frey of 
Middlesex Avenue in 
Wilmington phoned me late in 
October to report that, in addi- 
tion to her regulars, she is see- 
ing one (possibly two) Carolina 
wrens. Bunny also observed 
that “her” white throated spar- 
rows (see photo) returned right 
on schedule, on October 18 
This beautiful little sparrow, 
always seen busily scratching 
around in the leaves looking for 
seeds and insects, drifts down 
from Ontario every October, 
then disappears back north in 


If you have binoculars, study 
this sparrow’s head area; you'll 
note two small bright 
yellow/orange dots between its 
beak and eyes. 

Joan Sadowski, Forest Street, 
Wilmington, phoned late in 
October to report that their 
Gaggle of crows had finally 
returned to their yard after an 
absence of five or six weeks. 
Apparently, she commented, 
their fall “convention” was 
finally over. Joan called again 
last week to say that the crows 
were now around only sporadi- 
cally, rather than full time as in 
prior years. A friend of Joan’s 
had called her from several 
streets over to say that their six 
or seven crows had now come 
back from wherever they were, 
and are seen every day. I am 
not sure why the area crows 
are acting erratically this year, 
nor are two professional 
ornithologists I have queried. 
Anyone else have a crow story? 

D.J. on Andover Street, 
Wilmington phoned last week 
to report that nine adult wild 


turkeys were wandering around 
in her yard. Having nothing 
better to do at that moment, 1 
drove over to her yard, and 
sure enough, there they were, 
all looking fit and feisty. It 
appeared to me that there were 
two males, and seven females 
and adult sized juveniles in this 
group. 

D.E.W. on Birchwood Road in 
Wilmington reports the daily 
appearance of a male red bel- 
lied woodpecker on his suet 
feeder. (This is the worst 
named bird of all - there is 
absolutely nothing red about its 
belly!) 

Reports of redpolls, pine 
siskins and evening grosbeaks 
are drifting in now, mostly in 
central Massachusetts. These 
visitors come down from 
Canada about this time each 
winter, but very erratically. 
Check your field guide and be 
on the lookout for them. 

So - in addition to my original 
14 species, we have added 
Carolina wrens and red bellied 
woodpeckers, and now the total 
is 16. I have no doubt that we 
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“feeder” birds — 


can at least match last year’s 
final count of 25, before spring.

Superintendents: Award for 
Academic Excellence was pre- 
sented to student Carolyn I. 

The award is presented 
to a student who works hard for 
and enjoys high academic 
standing and makes strong 
contributions to Tewksbury 
Memorial High School 
Recommendations for this 
award come from Principal 

Romano and the high 
school’s guidance department. 
Ms. Power is enrolled in a 
Calculus II class at the 


University of Lowell and works 
at the Paul Center for 
Exceptional Children in Lowell. 

“This year’s recipient is a 
young woman who is described 
as bright and engaging, excels 
in areas of mathematical prob- 
lem solving, and has a great 
understanding of the intrica- 
cies of language and history,” 
said Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Christine McGrath. “She is 
a leader and a doer, a credit to 
her family, her community and 
our school district.” 

Last spring, applications were 
distributed to 13,500 students. 
Only 1,800 were awarded the 
Certificate. Qualifications are 
stringent and include scoring 
in the “advanced” category on 
at least one Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) test and at the 
very least scoring in the “profi- 
cient” category on the other 
sections of the MCAS. In addi- 


tion, the applicant must 
achieve satisfactory tests 
scores on several other scholas: 
tic tests. Students who receive 
this certificate are entitled to a 
four-year tuition waiver at any 
public college or university in 
Massachusetts. 

More than 840,000 students 
statewide took one or more of 
the adavanced placement 
exams this past May, in hopes 
of qualifying for the Advanced 
Placement, or AP, Scholar 
Recognition Award. Of those 
students, only 13 percent of 
them earned that recognition. 
Five of those students current 
ly attend or recently attended 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School. Four students were 
seniors last year and are now 
attending college. They will be 
recognized over the winter hol- 
iday recess. The fifth student. 
James Maclssic, earned that 
recognition in his junior year 


and accepted the award this 
fall 

The National Merit 
Scholarship Program, begun in 
1955, is a privately funded aca: 
demic competition for recogni 
tion and scholarships. Verbal 
math and writing skills are 
scored. Over 1.2 million stu 
dents entered this year, but 
only about 50,000 qualified for 
recognition. About 34,000 pf 
those 50,000 high scorers 
received Letters ot 
Commendation in recognition 
of their outstanding academic 
promise. Two TMHS students 
were commended: Jonathan 
Adams and Steven Ward. 

“For those of us who are edit 
cators, this is what it’s all 
about,” said Dr. McGrath. “We 
watch students set high stan 
dards, reach and meet thos: 
standards.”

The old cliché when it comes to 
Thanksgiving, is “throw out the 
records” for this one final gameon 
the respective squads of Wilming- 
ton and Tewksbury. 

And in this case, we certainly 
will throw out the records. 

Last year Wilmington came in 
at 9-1, and T came in at 
6-3, and the ‘Cats all but domi- 
nated the Redmen in every facet 
of the game, leaving their home 
field with a 21-8 victory. 

This year is much different. 
There's no Bobby French, or Jay 
Wagstaff, and yes Wilmington 
tomes in at 6-4, while Tewksbury 
comes in at 3-7, but there is still 
the enriched tradition of the ri- 
yalry, as well as two teams who 
are hungry for fhe final last vic- 
tory, nevermind if they don’t have 
the talent they did a year ago. 

: That said, there should be no 
reason why this 67th game of the 
fivalry should be greeted any dif- 
Jerently than any other year. 

* “Whether we are 9-0 or 0-9, you 
throw out your records because 
it’s Thanksgiving,” said Tewks- 
bury coach Brian Aylward, who is 
2-2 on Turkey Day, winning both 
games at home as he'll try to 
make it three in front of the home 
crowd on Thursday with kick-off 
at 10:00 am. “You have three sea- 
sons for football. One goes from 
(the day after) Thanksgiving to 
the first two non-league games of 
the following season, Then you 
have your conference schedule as 
season number two. And then the 
‘Thanksgiving game is seasonnum- 
ber three. That mentality is im- 
portant. 

“I think the kids understand 
this game has more ing than 
another football game. It’s impor- 
tant that we give everything we 
have to represent the town, the 
tradition of this program, the tra- 
dition of this rivalry, and to this 
game. We have to show the appre- 
ciation for the game and spill our 
guts on the field, and leave every- 
thing we have on the field.” 

Since Tewksbury dominated 
the ‘Cats in 1997, Aylward’s first 
taste as a head coach of the Tur- 
key Game, the teams have traded 
wins in each of the last four years, 
depending on which team is home. 
Last year Wilmington got the best 
of Tewksbury and the Redmen 
certainly remember that. Wilm- 
ington proved last year that no 
matter what league they are in, 
they can compete with the boys 
from the rugged Merrimack Val- 
ley Conference who compete in 
Division 2, rather than the Cape 
Ann League and Division 4 which 
the Wildcat boys participate in. 

“You can’t expect anything on 
this day for either team,” said 
Wilmington coach Bob Almeida, 
who is 2-3 on Turkey Day games. 
“That’s what makes it so special. 
This game means so much. It’s

sucha passionate game. And that’s 
one thing that I’m pleased with - 
we've made this game a competi- 
tive one since I’ve been here. 

“Only one game wasn’t. In 1996 
‘Tewksbury was down 143 in the 
fourth quarter and they came back 
and won. In 1997 it was a blowout. 
In 1998 we won, and in 1999 the 
game came down to the contro- 
versial call in the end zone. And 
last year we won. I think we've 
made great strides in this game, 
to stay at their level and we hope 
tokeep that going [on Thursday).” 

This year’s game brings some 
interesting sidenotes to it. Take a 
look at some of the numbers: 

Tewksbury holds an 35-22-7 
edge in the rivalry including win- 
ning 13 of the last 16 games. 

* On odd numbered years, 
Tewksbury is 19-8-6, while Wilm- 
ington is 8-196. On even num- 
bered years, Tewksbury is 16-14-1, 
while Wilmingtonis 1416-1. Tewks- 
bury is 60-1 in the last 7 odd 
numbered meetings. 

© When Tewksbury scores 20 or 
more points they are 21-2. In the 
last 9 games, they have scored 20 
or more points 5 times, winning 
each of those games. When Wilm- 
ington scores 20 or more points 
they are 12-1 in theseries, but they 
have only done that once in the 
last 9 meetings. 

Wilmington has scored 173 
points this year, averaging 1/ per 
game. When the ‘Cats score 20 or 
Jess points in the series, they are 
10-34-7. Tewksbury has scored just 
194 points this season, averaging 
just 13 points per game. In games 

has scored fewer than 
20 points they’ve fared much bet- 
ter than the ‘Cats with an 14-20-7 
record. 


Two years ago stats were a big 
factor going into the game. Wilm- 
ington at the time was the leading 


“defensive team in all of Division 4 


giving up 59 points. That didn’t 
matter as the Redmen put up 
nearly a third of the points in 4 
quarters against Wilmington, than 
the ‘Cats gave up all season. 

On the other hand, six oppos- 
ing running backs have rushed for 
over 100 yards against Tewksbury 
this season, yet Tewksbury is 2-4 
in those games, while they are 1-3 
in games they hold a running back 
under 100 yards. Go figure. 

Just as records are, stats are 
thrown into the trash as well. It all 
boils down to execution and of 
course the right focus, and the 
right mentality. 

“OnThanksgiving day, it comes 
down to who wants it more,” said 
Aylward. “Both teams will show 
up with the intensity. The game is 
what it is. It’s the Super Bowl for 
each and every one of us. It’s one 
of the biggest events of each of the 
kids’ lives. The memories they 
have from this game will carry 
with them for the rest of their 
lives.”

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Keys for road team to win 
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'Cats need to play 
Wilmington Football

Last year Wilmington had an 
excellent game plan going into the 
Thanksgiving game. Their first 
plan was to have its offensive line 
dominate the game. Their second 
plan was to take out all-confer- 
ence wide out Jay Wagstaff from 
the game with very good cover- 
age, as well as jabbing him at the 
line of scrimmage so he couldn't 
get his fast legs going on the slip- 
pery field 

All of that worked to perfection 
for the ‘Cats as they came away 
with a 21-8 victory in front of their 
home crowd. 

This time around it might be 
harder to come up with plans that 
work to that perfection, On Thurs- 
day the ‘Cats will travel to the 
Middle School in Tewksbury and 
try to come back to Wlidcat coun- 
try with its first victory at Tewks- 
bury since 1991. 

To prepare for this game might 
be a bit harder for Bob Almeida 
and his staff. First of all no one 
knows who is going to start at 
quarterback for the Redmen, 
whether it’s going to be sopho- 
more Bryan Descoteaux, fresh- 
man Doug Heald, senior Arnie 
Martel — if he’s healthy — or will 
running back Steve Kasprzak take 
ashare of snaps out of their crazy 
and diverse set-up? 

Secondly, Almeida has a core 
of young players. And playing on 
the road in front of 5,000 fans 
against a team that has good size 
and that has played against the 
likes of Everett, Lowell and Cen- 
tral Catholic could be a little bit 
intimidating. 

“I'm not as worried that the 
kids won't be ready to play, but 
I'm hoping they won’t let 
Tewksbury's size intimidate 
them,” said Almeida. “Triton was 
abig, physical team and we outhit 
them. North Andover was just as 
big as Tewksbury and we didn’t 
play well against them. The key to 
the game will be up front defen- 
sively.” 

Wilmington’s defensive front 
will see a handful of very big 
offensive lineman from Tewks- 
bury. Senior tri-captain Christos 
Koustenis, who will line up at left 


tackle, stands at 6-2, 325 pounds. 
‘The rest of the line features four 
other players over 200 pounds, in- 
cluding tight end Adam Hill, who 
is 6-2, 215 pounds. 

But last year Tewksbury was 
bigger than Wilmington and the 
‘Cats proved that size doesn’t mat- 
ter as their defensive front was 
much quicker than Tewksbury’s 
as they limited the Redmen to just 
18 rushing yards and just 70 total 
yards of offense, which featured a 
handful of very talented players. 

“Itip my hat to (Wilmington),” 
said Tewksbury coach Brian 
Aylward. “The plan they put to- 
gether in the second half (of last 
year’s game) was excellent. You 
have to give credit where it’s due. 
We need our 11 guys on defense - 
allofthem. Wecan’tbe outworked. 
I ate my heart out last year. They 
out toughed us in the second half 
and that’s the most disheartening. 
It's one of the things we preach, 
don’t get outworked.” 

Tewksbury will certainly have 

last year’s game in the back of 
their minds. But so will Wilming- 
ton. They'll have it in their minds 
knowing they canbeat Tewksbury, 
if and only if they come prepared 
toplay. This year they didn’t come 
prepared against North Andover 
and Lynnfield, while they were 
totally dominated in the first half 
against Pentucket, and were also 
dominated by Hamilton-Wenham 
in the team’s opening game de- 
spite coming out of the game with 
a‘W’. 

“The main thing for us is to 
play Wilmington football,” said 
Wilmington tri-captain Chris 
McHale, a two-way tackle. “If we 
come out concentrating on the 
game and playing as hard as we 
can then we'll win.” 

As in any win this season, the 
‘Cats will truly need contribution 
form every area. Obviously their 
offensive line has to be on its 
game. Led by McHale (5-11, 230) 
and left tackle Dereck Downs (6-1, 
220), the undersized front has to 
create the room for backs George 
Godding, Derek Hanley and Dave 
DeMango. 

Quarterback Mike Herra, who 
has really stepped up his play as of 
late, will have to have his usual 
game and he'll look to Nick 
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Gennetti and Jay Riley, who have 
combined for 6 of Herra’s 7 TD 
passes this season, as targets. 

But defense is the team’s big- 
gest question mark. 

“I think there’s a few things we 
have to do to win,” said Almeida. 
“We first have to out hit them. If 
we hit like we did against Triton 
and Newburyport, we'll be right 
there. If we hit like we did against 
North Andover or Lynnfield, it’s 
going to be a long morning. The 
second thing is we have to take 
care of the football. 

“We also have to be balanced. 
We have to threatened them with 
the pass. We're not going to over- 
power them by running every play. 
Their defense is pretty good 
against the run and we have to 
have the passing game as well. 
The last thing we need to do is 
defend their passing game. Iknow 
we've had trouble against thepass, 
but I think we have cleaned that 
up over the last few weeks. We 
have to contain their offense.” 

Almeida changed his defense 
this year to a 44, more of an 
attacking defense than a read de- 
fense. The ‘Cats will be looking for 
its four linebackers — DeMango, 
Mike Senarian, Hanley and Mike 
Harrison—tocomeupbig. They'll 
need the defensive front of ends 
Andy Petrillo/Jason Riley and 
Sean Godding as well as tackles 
McHale and Downs to make the 
first hits and get after Tewksbury’s 
backfield as quickly as possible. 

On the other side of that, 
Wilmington’s offense has to be 
ready for all kinds of different 
defenses thrown at them. 

“Tewksbury hasn’t gone unno- 
ticed,” said Almeida. “They hit 
and they bring it. Their defense 
puts a lot of pressure on you with 
their different fronts and they 
make you do a lot things you don’t 
want to do. We ‘have to be pre- 
pared for their blitz. And their 
secondary is also pretty good. 

“Despite the records, we're go- 
ing to have fun. They are the 
favorites going in, but any team 
can win on this day.” 

Wilmington proved that last 
year. They would like to prove it 
again on Thursday.

McCarthy inspires 
to live out dream

On Thursday, senior co-cap- 
tain James McCarthy will play in 
his third and final Thanksgiving 
Day football game. It is the real- 
ization of a childhood dream, and 
achance for him to inspire others. 

McCarthy attended his first lo- 
cal Thanksgiving Day football 
game with his father, shortly after 
their family moved to Tewksbury 
in 1993. He remembers the freez- 
ing cold weather, the stands 
packed with people, and the hum 
of excitement in the air. 

“Watching the pre-game (ac- 
tivities), I felt a huge sense of 
pride;” said McCarthy. “I wanted 
to be part of it.” 

Since that time, he has taken 
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root in Tewksbury. The vague 
sense of pride he felt years ago has 
become something more tangible: 
fondness for His hometown, love 
for his family and friends, and 
respect for former Tewksbury 
High football players. 

“I knew a kid who played for 
Tewksbury years ago, he said he 
didn’t want to go home mad this 
year. He was dead serious,” said 
McCarthy. “Old players and fam- 
ily members will be (atthe game). 
It’s for our team, our town. You 
gotta win.” 

McCarthy started playing foot- 
ball at age 8. He immediately 
established himself as a line- 
backer, a position he played during 
his first three years at Wilmington 
High. He enjoyed the constant ac- 
tion of being linebacker: following 
plays, and making tackles on all 
sides of the field. His years of hard 
work were rewarded this season, 
when he was chosen as co-cap- 
tain. He considers himself a leader 
on and off the field. 

“I try to get everyone fired up 
by talking to them, and on the 
field, well, you do what you've got 
todo,” said McCarthy, adding that 
all upperclassmen accept some 
leadership responsibility. “I 
wouldn't say I’m singled out. So 
many guys inthesenior class play 
great.” 

After the first game this sea- 
son, team injuries forced him to 
change positions. First he moved 
to defensive end, and then defen- 
sive tackle. He was not fond of 
playing defensive end, a techni- 
cally difficult position. 

“At linebacker you are all over 
field making plays,” he said. “A 
defensive end couldn’t follow the 


ball, in case of a reverse or option 
play.” 

He would have a better experi- 
enceatdefensivetackle. According 
to coach Brian Aylward, when 
McCarthy was moved totackle for 

the final weeks of the season, he 
performed like an all-conference 
player. McCarthy said the reason 
his play improved was the simi- 
larity between tackle and 
linebacker, explaining “it’s almost 
like playing linebacker, but you’re 
even closer to the play.” 
McCarthy got his first taste of 
playing in the Thanksgiving Day 
game his freshman year, when he 
and other 9th grade players 
dressed for the game and watched 
from the sidelines. He saw his first 
action as a member of the special 
teams unit his sophomore-year. 
Last year, he played behind 
senior Erik Nickerson. The team 
lost at Wilmington, 21-8. McCar- 
thy said the loss was particularly 
emotional for thesenior class. This 
year he understands why. “Lead- 
ing up to Thanksgiving Day, I 
could sense the urgency,” he said. 
Tewksbury finished the year 3-7, 
playing competitively against 
tough competition in the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference. 
McCarthy said despite the team’s 
record, a win against Wilmington 
would salvage the team’s season. 
“It's a pretty nasty rivalry, you 
always look forward toit;” hesaid. 
“T'd like to win the game, espe- 
cially after a tough season like 
this. 
What better way to go out?”

“Wilmington is a tough, physi- 
cal team,” said Aylward. “Coach 
[Bob] Almeida brings that to the 
table each and every game. He 
has kept up that intensity and the 
toughness -he’s kept up that Wilm- 
ington tradition right where Sully 
(former coach Gerry Sullivan) left 
off.

Mike Senarianknows about sec- 
ond chances. A year agohearrived 
at pre-season football practices in 
poor physical condition. Today, a 
fitter and more focused Senarian 
is a two-way starter for the Wilm- 
ington High football team. 

“This year I prepared ten times 
more,” said Senarian, a Wilming- 
ton High senior. “I madea decision 
to be more serious right after my 
junior year ended. I was upset 
with the way it unfolded.” 

Senarianis the first to admit he 
messed up last season. As a jun- 
ior, he was slated to be a two-way 
player for the football team. But 
he did not train seriously in the 
off-season. As a result his playing 
time was limited. 

Disappointed, he changed his 
training regimen. Over the sum- 
mer, heran stairs and sprints, and 
on off-nights he jogged long dis- 
tance. He was intent on improving 
his cardiovascular fitness, to com- 
pliment his strength training. Last 
season, he was often out of breath, 
and lacked endurance. Coach Bob 
Almeida said the results are posi- 
tive. 

“We felt since day one he had 
the talent,” said Almeida. “This 
year he's been able to perform, 
and we're so happy for him.” 

Asareward, he was named the 
team’s starting offensive guard 
and linebacker. Senarian has suc- 
ceeded despite a number of 
setbacks and injuries. Last sea- 
son, in addition to a lack of 
conditioning, he missed five games 
due to a torn Medial Collateral 
Ligament (MCL) 


Game 


This season, he practiced for 
an entire week despite having flu- 
like symptoms, which included 
nausea, On the worst day, he dry- 
heaved over the course of anentire 
practice. Despite being sick, he 
started that week’s game. 

“T’ve had colds and stuff, but I 
never miss practice,” he said. 

He also suffered a concussion 
in the sixth week against North 
Andover. He said the concussion 
was caused by a cumulativeseries 
of hits, not by a single impact. He 
played with it for two quarters, 
until his teammates noticed he 
was groggy. He was told to leave 
the field. 

“I didn't have any idea where I 
was,” said Senarian. 

He recalled teammate Mike 
Herra first noticed something was 
wrong while they stood in the de- 
fensive huddle. 

“Usually I'm very alert, but I 
was staring up into the sky,” said 
Senarian. “Herra asked me what 
was wrong. When I walked off 
field he had to direct me. It was 
horrible.” 

He refused to go to the hospital 
until after the game ended. The 
concussion forced him to miss a 
game. He was cleared to play of- 
fense against Triton Regional High 
School. It was another week until 
he was allowed to play defense. 

Senarian described his return 
to defense as a healing experi- 
ence. 

“I was jacked up, I love de- 
fense. I started hitting again, and 
that was all I needed to do.” 

His contributions to the foot- 
ball team were unexpected, 
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Senarian shaping up 


according to Coach Almeida, who 
said Senarian has transformed 
himself into a team leader. 

“This is the first year he got 
himself into shape to compete at 
this level. He’s a true leader out 
there, he brings a lot of 4 
He plays with nicks and ; 
and comes everyday to practice 
ready to go, said Almeida. 
“Whether he’s sick or sore or 
throwing up on the field, he’s been 
ready to play.” 

It has not been all work, and 
pain, for Senarian. He has en- 
joyed his roleasa two-way starter. 
As an example, he offered the 
team’s recent game against New- 
buryport. 

“Some games we’ll come out 
down, but in this game everyone 
was pumped up, he said. “We 
went out there and had a bunch of 
tackles. We were sticking kids, 
and they didn’t drive the ball on us 
at all.” 

Senarian played sparingly in 
last years Thanksgiving Day 
game, because he was still recov- 
ering from the torn MCL. Now 
that heis healthy, and starting, he 
looks forward to a second chance, 
in a season full of them. 

It is also his last year playing 
organized football. He does not 
plan on playing in college. After 
seven years of Pop Warner through 
highschool, Thanksgiving Day will 
be his swan song. 

“Basically, this is my last 
game,” said Senarian. “I want to 
beat (Tewksbury) bad, I’m look- 
ing forward to this one.”

When the Tewksbury High foot- 
ball team went to camp in August, 
there were plenty of questions 
jnarks on their personnel since 
they had basically a brand new 
feam. Matt McGinnis was certainly 
question mark. He was known as 
a kid who had a tremendous JV 
¢areer, who probably held the 
tecord for the most interceptions. 
But he wasn't that physical and he 
Was too skinny. 

The Tewksbury coaches didn’t 
know if McGinnis was just a ca- 
reer minor league player, But what 
they quickly found out was 
McGinnis was not only a legit 
Major League player, but one ina 
different position: wide receiver. 

“I didn’t expect to be an offen- 
sive player,” said McGinnis. “I 
went to camp expecting to play 
defense. I hada good JV seasonon 
defense. [Coach Brian Aylward] 
told me that I had to stick myself 
in the weight room, get bigger, 
stronger and I had to be more 
physical. I understood. I wasn’t 
ready to play varsity last year. I 
understood why I wasn't fh there. 
] hit the weights, I worked on 
speed doing track and I switched 
to offense. Since then it’s gone 
yell.” 

Inhis first season as a wide out 
McGinnis has caught 44 passes by 
four different quarterbacks for a 
combined 667 yards. He's averag- 
ing 15.1 yards per catch which is 
¢ertainly a very good number and 
has 5 touchdowns in the team’s 10 
ames. Not bad for someone who's 
played the position for 3 months 
and 10 games. 

, “Ithink I’ve done pretty well,” 
he said. “I was a little surprised 
they have thrown the ball as much 
as they have to me. I thought 
they’dkeepit onthe ground more.” 
_ The season started off on the 
right foot for McGinnis who caught 
is first varsity TD reception in 
the team’s opening win over Cam- 
bridge. Butthesecond gamewasn't 
so good. 
~ “I had an off day against 
Everett,” he said, as he was one of 
many receivers who dropped mul- 
tiple passes. “It was just an off 
day.” 

Since then he’s been a tremen- 
dous receiver. His concentration 
on passes is certainly his best 
attribute. There’s been times he 
has gone in-between two defend- 
ers, leaping very high to catch 
some balls, while there's been 
other times he’s had to concen- 
tratetomakea catch whiledoubled 
teamed and keep his feet inbounds. 
He makes the big catches, He has 
caught five fourth down balls for 
conversions. 

“Matt’s always been a little 
skinny and not too physical and 
that was an area he needed to 
improve on,” said Aylward. “I give 
the kid credit. He really got after 
the weights, even though he’s still 
skinny. But he came in this year 
stronger and it gave him the con- 
fidence to do some things he

Say hello to Chris McHale, the 
two-way tackle and one of three 
captains for the Wilmington Wild- 
cats who is all the above. 

Said, coach Bob Almeida, “I 
know this doesn’t sound like a big 
thing but I think it is. There hasn’t 
been one practice this season 
where the (tackling) bags haven’t 
been out before practice begins 
and that’s Chris. That's leader- 
ship - that’s responsibility. In my 
six years here, he’s the only cap- 
tain to make sure they are out 
every single day.” 

McHale takes his job very seri- 
ously. He has a lot of pride as a 
Wildcat player. He takes the tradi- 
tion of the program, the team’s 
success and this upcoming game 
seriously. But with that he’s not 
the super duper intense kid who is 
a mad man on the sidelines. He is 
an intense kid, he is a solid two- 
way tackle, he is a performer who 
makes plays, but he also has fun 
with it. 

“Chris brings a lot of things to 
our program,” said Almeida. “He 
hasthat toughness and he goes out 
every week and performs. He’s in 
very good shape despite his nick- 
name “The Whale”. Herunsaround 
everywhere - he’s a big kid who 
makes plays. He’s number (11) in 
his class. He’s a lunch-pale kid - 
he’s not a pretty boy who says I'm 
smart, I’m strong. He’s a kid who 
works for everything. He’s a great 
kid and a very good captain.” 

A lot of the times offensive 
lineman go unnoticed. They are 
big guys who are suppose to cre- 
ate room for the star quarterback 
and star running backs, Last year 
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Meharg hopes defense 
end's with him 


said it doesn’t matter since both 
Arnie Martel and Bryan 
Descoteaux do a good job throw- 
ing the ball to him in the open 
field. McGinnis knows that 
Wilmington’s defenders will prob- 
ably bump himat the line of scrim- 
mage like they did last year to Jay 
Wagstaff and he’s prepared for 
that. He’s also preparing for a 
victory. 

“It would be nice to score but it 
doesn’t matter as long as we win,” 
he said. “Hopefully we will win. 
They beat'us badly last year and 
we want to get them back. If we 
stick to our game plan, execute, 
makeno mistakes then we'll win.” 


McHale was the lone underclass- 
men on the offensive line. He 
helped the team finish 10-1 while 
he was part of an offensive line 
who helped the talented backfield 
combine to rush for 2,812 yards. 

This year the team has rushed 
for 1,557 yards in 10 games and 
they are 6-4. Thus in the two years 
McHale has been part of the offen- 
sive line, he has helped the team 
Tush for 4,369 yards in 21 games, 
an average of 208 per game while 
the team is 16-5 in those games. 

“I try todo my job,” he said. “It 
does get tiring but you just have to 
give it everything you got. Youtry 
to get the running backs as many 
yards as they can get.” 

McHale said this season has 
beenmuchdifferent thanlast year. 

“I thought this season went 
pretty well,” he said. “Obviously 
we didn’t do as good as we hoped 
or wanted to, but we had a lot of 
close games. I expect that on 
Thanksgiving. We had basically a 
brand new team with a lot of 
younger guys and it took us a 
while to come around. 

“Against Newburyport, we 
played hard and westarted to play 
Wilmington players. We were hit- 
ting and the younger guys all 
stepped up. We have really come 
together in the last part of the 
season and we're looking really 
good right now.” 

If the team can play like it did 
against Newburyport they do have 
a shot at winning on the road at 
Doucette Field. 

“This game means everything 
to me,” he said. “I was part of it 
last year as a one-way player and 
it was just tremendous. I don’t 
think about the Super Bow! or 
eventhe Cape Ann League champs 
- this game is my Super Bowl. 
Playing against Tewksbury means 
everything to me. They're a good 
team. They have struggled record 
wise but they have played some 
really good teams. They run a 
complicated offense, they're big 
and bigger than us. But if we 
outhit them we can win the game.”

Last year it was billed as The 
Game; the showdown between 
Shawsheen Tech and Greater 
Lowell Tech for the league title, 
and a berth in the Division 5 Super 
Bowl. Greater Lowell wonthe game 
with a field goal in the closing 
seconds, and went on to win the 
state title. 

This year at Greater Lowell, 
the teams will write a new chapter 
in their Thanksgiving Day rivalry. 
While the stakes are not as high, 
the game remains every bit as 
important to the coaches and play- 


ers. 

“We are approaching this as if 
it is our super bowl game,” said 
Shawsheen Tech head coach Al 
Costabile. 

The teams won't have to look 
far for motivation. Both enter the 
game with an essentially even 
record, Shawsheen is 5-5, Greater 
Lawrence is 5-4. One team will 
leave the game with a winning 
record, the other will not. 

“Our goal was to have a win- 
ning season,” said Costabile. “It’s 
make or break for us.” 

Shawsheen Tech returns only 
threestarters fromlast yearsteam, 
all seniors from Wilmington: wide 
receiver/cornerback Brad 
Lawrenson, guard/defensive end 
Jeremy Verrachio, and tri-captain 
defensive end Brian Corcoran, all 
from Wilmington. 

Costabile described Lawrenson 
and Corcoran as the anchors of his 
defensive line. In particular, he 
called Lawrenson oneof theteam’s 
best linemen and a mainstay at 
offensive guard. 


Lawrenson will line up as one of 
the team’s three starting wide re- 
ceivers. Last season he started at 
cornerback, and was the team’s 
second-string quarterback. But 
after the team lost most of its 
starters to graduation, Costabile 
decided that Lawrenson’s 
athleticism would be put to better 
use at receiver. He responded with 
5 touchdown receptions, and has 
emerged as a team leader. 

“He does a lot of things for 
us,”said Costabile. “He has devel- 
oped a great understanding of the 
game, and emerged as a team 
leader this season.” 

Costabile also praised sopho- 
moré Chris Dell’anno of 
Wilmington. Listed as 5-8,175, 


Dell’annoroutinely lines upagainst 
plays as much as 4 inches taller 
and 50 pounds heavier than him- 
self. But he plays bigger than his 
size, said Costabile. He also over- 
comes injury. Four games into the 
season he broke his right hand, 
and after the hand was taped up 
enough tosatisfy stateregulations, 
it resembled a fingerless club. But 
in a week, he taught himself to 
snap the ball with his left hand. 

“He has been one of our bright 
spots this year,” said Costabile. 
“He’s always at practice, he al- 
ways works hard, he plays with 
pain, he compensates for injuries. 
He gets the most out of what god 
gave him. It’s quite an accompiish- 
ment.” 

On Thursday, senior tri-cap- 
tains Corcoran and Scott Wiitala, 
Nick Maynard of Billerica, will 
lead the Rams onto the field. 

On offense, the team will rely 
on a balanced attack. Starting at 


tailback and fullback are Derrick 
Vacca of Billerica (144 carries, 690 
yards, 10 TD) and Maynard (43 
carries, 215 yards). Starting at

The Yankelovich research 
also shows that on average 
Gen X women have only 
$5,000 in retirement savings, 
while the average man of the 
same generation has $10,000 
saved. One reason for the 
discrepancy may be because 
women are generally too con- 
servative in their investment 
choices. 

Compared to men, women 
typically put more of their 
money into lower risk invest- 
ments, such as certificates of 
deposits (CDs), money mar- 
kets and bonds rather that 
into more risky, but poten- 
tially more lucrative stocks 
and mutual fund invest- 
ments. (CDs are insured by 
the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation and 
offer a fixed rate of return 
and fixed principle value. 
Securities are not guaranteed 
by the FDIC or any other 
government agency, fluctuate 
in value and may be worth 
more or less when redeemed. 

Ironically, once women do 
begin investing in stocks, 
they are generally. better 
investors than men are; men 
tend to be overconfident, 
while women are more care- 
ful in choosing stocks, 


according to a University of 


California at Davis study. 
Women do indeed have the 
wherewithal to save enough 
for their retirement years. 

Another reason Gen X 
women have deficient retire- 
ment savings may be 
because retirement seems 
too far in the future to war- 
rant their attention. However, 
when you are in your 20s is 
precisely the time to be 
thinking about retirement. 
through compounding inter- 
est, dollars put away in your 
twenties and thirties may be 
worth a lot more than those 
saved later. 

Time is of the essence for 
other reasons as well; women 
often have fewer working 
years to build up Social 
Security or other retirement 
accounts because they tend 
to have large breaks in their

Tewksbury 
makes its points 
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Local aid increases, 
concerns remain 


WILMINGTON - When 
Representatives James Miceli 
arid Charles Murphy attended 
the meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen on Monday, 
November 26, Selectman 
Michael McCoy asked them a 
bottom-line question about the 
state legislature’s newly-enact- 
ed budget for the fiscal year of 
2002: In terms of local aid allot- 
ted to the community, will 
Wilmington see more or will it 
see less than it did last year? 

The representatives’ answer? 
More. 

©n Wednesday, November 21, 
practically five months into the 
new fiscal year, the state legis- 


lature enacted a budget to the 
tune of approximately $22.6 bil- 
lion and sent it to Governor 
Jane Swift, who has a ten-day 
period during which she can 
either sign the budget or make 
an assortment of vetoes. The 
budget, which constitutes a 5 
percent increase from the one 
passed last year, allots 
Wilmington approximately $7.2 
million. 

The $7.2 million breaks down 
like this: Wilmington will likely 
receive $4,134,916 in Chapter 70 
Funds, which aids local educa- 
tion; $1,578,564 in Additional 
Assistance, which the town can 
use as it sees fit; and $1,465,245 
in Lottery Distribution. 


Despite the fact that the 
budget is slightly larger than 
last year and allots Wilmington 
a bit more in local aid than it 
previously received, it is 
nonetheless the product of a 
$1.35 billion revenue gap that 
prompted cuts into several 
statewide programs. For 
instance, funding for adult edu- 
cation, the Department of 
Mental Retardation, and 
Chapter 81 and Chapter 90, 
both of which allot money for 
road repairs and related work, 
has been slashed. 

Such cuts prompted 
Selectman Scott Garrant to 
pose a bottom-line question of

The big day will also boast the 
presentation of this year’s ice 
sculpture by the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Rotary Club. 

Last year, Eric Fontecchio, a 


professional sculptor from the 
Brookline Ice Company, carved 
out an angel from the gigantic 
ice cube that sat frozen on the 
common. Fontecchio will be in 
town again this weekend, but 
only he and a select few here in 
town know what wintery image 
he has planned. The actual 
sculpting, which usually takes 
two hours to complete, will 
begin at 2 p.m. 

“This will be the ninth year 
that the Chamber has helped 
sponsor this family event,” says 
Chamber Executive Director 
Kerry McDermott. “The annu- 
al ice sculpture has become an 
integral part of the holiday cel- 
ebration.”

nor. 

Dukakis? No, I don’t think so. 

The answer is Calvin 
Coolidge, “Silent Cal,” the 30th 
president. Many people think of 
him as being from Vermont, 
and he was born there. But he 


spent his entire adult life in 
Massachusetts, held many 
state offices, and was elected 
President from Massachusetts. 
Coolidge was also descended 
from Massachusetts families. 
In fact, his great-great-grandfa- 
ther was born in Wilmington. 
His great-grandmother, Sarah 
Thompson Coolidge, was the 
daughter of William Thompson, 
Jr., who was born in a house 
which still stands in 
Wilmington. It is on Main 
Street at the Tewksbury - 
Wilmington line. William 
Thompson, Jr. married Dorcas

Lahey researchers isolate gene 
linked to nerve regeneration 


BURLINGTON - Researchers 
at Lahey Clinic have isolated and 
sequenced a gene that appears to 
bis“turned off” in the nerve regen- 
eration process. The team is cur- 
rently analyzing the function of 
the gene to determine whether it 
aur help regenerate nerves dam- 
aged by trauma. 

~u!We are very excited about this 
discovery,” says David J. Bryan, 
MB, head of Lahey’s Tissue Engi- 
neering Laboratory. “We hypoth- 
esize that this gene may regulate 
agtivation of neural stem cells and 
the, nerve regeneration cascade. 
The potential clinical applications 
are significant.” 


According to Bryan, ‘surgeons 
can sometimes repair nerves by 
viewing them under a microscope 
and directly suturing them back 
up, but with severe injuries nerve 
gaps may need to be bridged with 
grafts or conduits. When nerves 
cannot be repaired, the result can 
be minor such as the loss of feeling 
ina finger or major such as loss of 
sensation in the limbs due to a 
spinal cord injury and muscle pa- 
ralysis. 

Lahey’s Tissue Engineering 
Laboratory has been working with 
biotechnology companies to de- 
velop products to optimize nerve

“Sith his new-found stature, he 
was elected vice president of 
the U.S. in the election of 1920, 
under President Warren G. 
Harding. Then, on August 2, 
1923, Harding died in a San 
Francisco hotel. Coolidge was 
in Vermont, visiting his father. 
John Coolidge received word of 
the death, and awoke his son to 
Winews. ‘Then, the father gave 


the oath of office to his son, by 
the light of a kerosene lantern, 
at 2:47 a.m. on August 3. 

Coolidge was a thoroughly 
conservative Republican. He 
was an isolationist, a tax cutter. 
He came into office determined 
to preserve the old moral and 
economic beliefs. If there were 
ever a model for a skinflint 
Yankee, it was Coolidge. 

In 1924, Coolidge was elected 
to his own term as president, 
carrying 54 percent of the vote. 

The 1920s were boom years, 
and there was no advisor such 
as Alan Greenspan to hold the 


economy in check. It was the 
Roaring Twenties, and Coolidge 
“wrote the book” on Laissez- 
Faire. 

Columnist Walter Lippman 
wrote that Coolidge’s genius 
was his talent for effectively 
doing nothing. Coolidge was a 
man in support of the status 
quo. He vetoed bills which he 
considered expansionist. In 
1928, he announced that he 
would not run for re-election. 
The election went to Herbert 
Hoover. Seven months after 
Coolidge left office, the stock 
market crashed and the coun- 


try was soon plunged into a 
depression that lasted for about 
ten years, the worst economic 
times the country ever experi- 
enced. 


Coolidge died in January 1933, 
shortly before Roosevelt 
became the 32nd president. 

Probably the most-told story 
about “Silent Cal” was told by 
his wife, Grace Goodhue 
Coolidge. A young woman sit- 
ting next to him at a dinner 
confided that she had bet she 
could get him to say three 
words. Without looking at her, 
he quietly retorted, “You lose.”

WILMINGTON - At its meeting 
on Tuesday, November 13, the 
Board of Selectmen approved a 
recommendation by Town Asses- 
sor Humphrey “Skip” Moynihan to 
shift the community’s tax rate to 
the tune of a 6 percent jump. 

Humphrey suggested and se- 
lectmen approved a classification

> The adoption of Humphrey’s 
recommended shift results in a 6 
percent increase in the town’s tax 
Tate, 3.5 percent of which will pro- 
vide funding for the new Middle 
School and Public Safety Building 
that were built and opened within 
the last two years.
